1. MFA OFFICER TELEPHONED EMBOFF JULY 25 TO STATE THAT 

MFA HAD FINALLY RECEIVED RESPONSE FROM GOP CIV AIR AUTHORI- 
TIES IN KARACHI AS TO WHY AIRCRAFT N-12EK HAD BEEN ASKED 
TO MAKE TECHNICAL LANDING IN KARACHI WHEN FLIGHT OCCURRED 
DURING PERIOD GOP HAD ISSUED NOTAM WAIVING LANDING REQUIRE- 
MENT. 

2. ACCORDING TO MFA OFFICER THE CIV AIR AUTHORITIES CLAIM THAT 
ALTHOUGH NOTICE RESCINDING ABOVE NOTAM WAS NOT 

ISSUED UNTIL FIVE DAYS AFTER OVERFLIGHT OCCURRED, THE GOP CIVAIR 
AUTHORITIES HAD REACHED DECISION THAT THERE WAS NO LONGER A 
FUEL SHORTAGE PROBLEM(REASON FOR ISSUING NOTAM IN FIRST PLACE) 
AND THEREFORE HAD REQUESTED N-12EK TO MAKE LANDING. THE 
CIVAIR AUTHORITIES ALSO AGAIN REPEATED THEIR COMPLAINT THAT 
N-12EK HAD NOT RESPONDED TO THEIR REPEATED CALLS. 
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3. COMMENT: MFA OFFICIAL APPEARED UNCOMFORTABLE ABOUT 
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TRANSMITTING LAME RESPONSE OF CIV AIR AUTHORITIES AND MADE 
IT CLEAR THAT REASONING WAS CIV AIR'S AND NOT THAT OF MFA.
